Residents may have noticed that attempts have recently been 
made to initiate drainage work on the Village Green. However, 
the drainage experts called .in-by the Parish Council have 
advised that the tests earried out show that the ground is still 
too hard and thet -the work will have to be left until later in 
the year. The Parish Council very much regrets this delay but 
feels tthat it would be pointless to proceed with the work now 

as it would only damage the ground further to no good purpose.
